on Growers association Saturday, 
figured in a theft which is caus-| 
‘ing anxiety among the truck own- 
er, the driver, purchaser of the 
stolen fruit and probably the thief. 





located is the belief of local as- 
sociation officials: Enos Leaman, 
foreman of the packers at the 
‘Lemon Growers, was called in to 
identify the fruit. He positively 
identified the boxes as coming 
from the local association. 
Preparatory to filling a freight 
car with merchandise to sell in 
Arizona, a truckman came to the 


local association late last ke 


He purchased the fruit and paid 
for it. In Los Angeles he stopped 
for lunch, the truck with the 
lemons being parked nearby. An 
alert thief made the best of the 
opportunity, taking the truck and 
delivering the lemons to a buyer. 


The fruit was reported to have; 


been sold for $1 a box by the thief. 
Name of the alleged thief is 


known but as yet he has not been|

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€alifornia Is Entitled to Local Option 


In all probability the people of California will have the op- 
portunity to vote on the proposition of local option—and the 
citizens of all parts of the state should have the right to say 
whether or not they want booze sold in their communities. 

According to those in favor of repeal of prohibition-—and 
repeal has now been in effect some months—it was to do 
away with the bootlegger and lessen drinking of hard liquor. 
But—it hasn’t done either. According to observers, the boot- 
legger continues to supply nearly half of the nation ’s drinkers 
with its unlawful sale. And—reports from police departments 
show drunkenness and allied misdemeanors have  inereased 
alarmingly. ‘‘Conscientious wets’’ are said to be worried— 
realizing that if affairs continue to get worse the country will 
once more vote for the return of national prohibition. Prohi- 
bition may not have been enforced as it should have been, but 
it was undoubtedly better than what has followed its repeal. 
There are now many who voted ‘‘wet’’ on the repeal questiop 
who would reverse themselves right now if given the oppor- 
tunity.

Put the immediate question for Californians to decide is 
local option. The question will be on the November ballot— 
and we believe it will receive a majority vote. The efforts of 
the temperance workers are now being focused in that direc- 
tion. In the election when national prohibition was repealed 
Upland voted against repeal, although there was considerable 
opposition here on the part of those favoring repeal. With a 
majority of our citizens having taken this stand, why should 
this city have to tolerate legalized liquor, even though the state 
ag a whole favored it? 
Commenting on the proposition, the Los Angeles Times 
Says it é 
“Tt is not a little disappointing to those who really expect- 
ed, or fervently hoped, that repeal would actually perform 
some of the miracles prophesied for it. There was to be, we 
were told, a restoration of respeet for and obedience to law. 
Crime would abate. Money would flow in never-ending streams 
to our public coffers. Taxes would be lower. The saloon 
would be definitely out of the picture. Minors would be pro- 
tected. The bootlegger would be no more. Thousands of new 
jobs would help solve the unemployment problem, Haleyon 
days were to come again. 
“What happened is quite a different story and one which 
application of local option would go far to correect. The back- 
bone of local enforcement would naturally be strengthened in 
exact proportion to the determination of the community to 
enforce it and while it is admittedly diffieult to control indi- 
vidual importation from wet territory, still the menace of the 
open saloon, which now means nearly every corner store, would 
be in large measure removed.
